a modern malaise (another monster, like 
envy), and the relative value of books in 
our time. Our fiction comes from writers 
who are all new to our pages; so impres- 
sive are they in their diverse ways that 
they make one feel envious about their 
talent. The same can be said about our 
poets; some write experimentally and oth- 
ers go down a well-trodden path, but in 


their own way. We end with another 


version of the jeremiad—this one in praise 
of Texas by a New Yorker who is smitten 


by the state and its glorious past, which 


recalls, following Emory Elliot’s discus- 
sion in The Cambridge History of Ameri- 
can Literature, a “rhetorical formula that 
included recalling the courage and piety 
of the founders.” Some will argue, as our 
current intern from both Princeton and 
Texas did, that it leaves out “recent and 
present ills”; we invite comments from 
Texas natives and observers. 

The writing life, as this issue indi- 
cates, is alive and well—enough so to 
make one envious. I know I am and you 
should be, too.
